A vivid picture of the futility of re- 
liance upon the volunteer system for 
raising an army for war, and upon the 
necessity for general service in modern 
conflict, was drawn last night by Gen. 
Enoch H. Crowder, provost marshal, 
at @ dinner given for him by the Se- 
lective Service Association of Illinois 
at the Hotel La Salle. 

Terming the volunteer system “ob- 
solete and ineffective,” Gen. Crowder 
pictured American wars of the past as 
proving his point and stressed the fact 
that the selective service in the present 
war had functioned readily and suc- 
cessfully because its work was accom- 
plished in the best spirit of American 
institutions, through a democratic, ci- 
vilian agency which took cognizance of 
the American passion ‘for, loca} self 
government. 

Tokens of Esteem Presented. 


The dinner, which closed a day of 
strenuous activity for Gen. Crowder, 
also was featured by the presentation 
to him by Seymour Morris, on behalf 
of the association, of an engrossed set 
of resolutions testifying the esteem in 
which he is held, and a gold selective 
service emblem. 

Adj. Gen. F. 8S. Dickson was toast- 
master. He introduced Gen. Crowder 
as “the chief of them all; the @recting 
genius; the great administrator; the 
just and equitable judge; soldier, 
scholar, gentleman.” 

‘ ‘Gen. Crowder explained the working 
of the selective service act, and as- 
serted that after a year and a half of 
experierice it has been found to be 
fundamentally sound. 


Praise from Hughes, 
“Not long ago,” he said, “I asked 
Gov. Hughes for his opinion. He had 
served as chairman of the district 
board of Greater New York. He said: 
‘If. the task was to be done over again 
and if I had the rewriting of the se- 
lective service law I do not believe 
that I would make a single change.’ 
“War is a great builder, and it is 
also a great destroyer. It builds 
that it may destroy, and it destroys 
that it may build. It has builded 
for us the selective service system 
and this system should become a rec- 
ognized part of our governmental ma- 
chinery for raising armies in time of 
war.”

U.S. FAR IN ARREARS 
PAYING DEPENDENTS, 
GLASS TELLS SENATE 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 13.— 

Of two and a. half million 

checks for dependents’ allot- 

ments and allowances deduct- 
ed from soldiers’ pay for November and 
December, only 930,000 have been 
mailed. Secretary Glass, reporting to- 
day on the war risk indurance bu- 
reau’s work in response to a senate 
resolution, said all October payments 
had n made and checks for the last 
two months would be out before the 
end of January. 

“In order to make up the existing 
arrearage,” Mr. Glass said, “the bureau 
is now in a large number of cases 
writing simultaneously checks to cover 
for November and Decem- 
Members of congress have been 
flooded with letters and telegrams tell- 
ing of the failure of allotments and al- 
lowances to arrive and appealing for 
action to stop—resultant suffering.

Running 
directly contrary to form at-this sea- 
son of the year, those dealing with 


wholesalers who are favored with a 
few stored eggs heard this: 

“Buy a couple of cases of fresh 
eggs and I'll let you have one of stor- 
age. They’re done for.” 

The same argument was true as re 
gards storage butter... Butter and egg 
men’ said Chicago’s gtock gf storage 
eggs had fallen to 60,000 cases—and 
they are in the hands of “ hoarders”’ 
—against a normal supply of 250,000 
to 300,000 cases. 

Prices of “Fresh” Drop. 

Butter in storage is under 56,000,000 
pounds, against a usual supply of 
30,000,000 pounds. But in -the face of 
this extraordinar7z situation prices of 
both fresh butter and eggs slumped 
during the day. 

“The situation simply is that only 
a few have storage butter or eggs, and, 
knowing they can’t get them again, 
they won't sell,” 8. Edward Davis, 
president of the Chicago butter and 
egg board, said. “Those who have 
them are saving them for their favorite

‘Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Renewed demands for the with- 
drawal of American troops from Rus- 
sia and opposition to the league of na- 
tions from unexpected quarters kept 
the senate’s attention riveted on inter- 
national affuirs today. 

Senator Johnson of California 
launched a drive to end the uncer- 
tainty about the Russian situation and 
to force a showdown this week on the 
question. He warned the senate that 
the United States was drifting towards 
disaster on account of the weakness of 
its Russian policy. 

The discussion was brief but spir- 
fted. The “league of nations” was 
taken up next. Senator Sterling, Re-

we have no policy in Russia. We are 
neither one nor the other; we are 
neither intervening in sufficient force: 
to be of consequence, nor are we get 
ting out of Russia. We are toda) 
simply inviting disaster in Russia anc 
interfering here and there without 
knewing why and in matters, too, in 
which we have no concern.”

The various creditors defrauded by 
Millard H. Cutter’s forged bonds will 
be fortunate if they realize 10 cents 
on the dollar from his tangled assets, 
Harrison B. Riley, president of the 
Chicago Title and Trust company, said 
last night. 

Mr. Riley explained that the value 
of the Butler Iron company and manga- 
jnese holdings of Cutter had been great- 
ly overestimated, the figures given out 
by the confessed bond forger being 
based upon wartime conditions no 
longer in effect.

M. H. Cutter & Co. on Cutter’s state- 
ment that they had helped forge the

Riley Exp Forgery. 
Concerning this,@President Riley 
made the following statement: 
“Before his arrest Cutter told one 
of our men that he had used two of 


bonds. He said that when a set of 
bogus bonds required three different 
Signatures on each paper, he would 
sign one man’s name and each of the 
clerks another. 

“It is possible that these clerks did 
not know what they were signing, but 
the circumstances warrant an inquiry.” 

The auditing of the M. H. Cutter 
& Co.’s books, together with the pri- 
vate set kept by Cutter himself to 
shield his forgeries from curious eyes, 
is expected to be finished by tomorrow 
or Thursday. Until this time, Presi- 
dent Riley said, the findings would not 
be divulged.

COPENHAGEN, Jan. 18.—Dr. Hor. 
ace Fletcher, widely known as an ex- 
pert on dietetics, died here today trom 
bronchitis after a + Jong illness. 


ORIGINATED “ “ FLETCHERISM.” 

Horace Fletcher was born in - 
rence, Mass., Aug. 10, 1849, Sap 
educated at Dartmouth college. Since 
1865 he had been a traveler, author 
and lecturer. He carried out axperi- 
ments in the University of Cambridge 
and Yale university and was the orig- 
inator of “ Fletcherism,” « system for 
the mastication of food. He wes a 
member of numerous health, socioclog- 
ical and geographical societies and the 
author of numerous books, 

During the war he was a food econ- 
omist for the commission for relief in 


Belgium. 

While on vidit to tm 1010 
Dr. Fletcher described the birth of 
his idea, saying: 

“I was a confirmed high liver up to 


the time I was 64 years old. I thought} 


foods and wines and biack cigars. I 
weighed 217 pounds and I couldn't 
walk a block without getting blue in 
the face. I tried to get my life insured 
and the examiner laughed at me. 
“The idea came to me on

Legislation for a Short 
Training Period to 


An important step toward the solu- 
tion of the nurse problem was taken 
last night by Dr. John Dill Robertson, 
city health commissioner, when he 
calle2 @ general conference of phy- 
sicians, nurses, hospital superintend- 
ents, and all interested citizens at his 


office Thursday afternoon at 4 o’clock. 

Consideration of means to increase 
the number of nurses so the high cost 
of nursing will decline will be given 
in talks by Dr. Robertson, Dr. William 
Allen Pusey, president of the Chicago 
Medical society, and others. 

Action is expected to develop from 
the conference, according to Dr. Rob- 
ertson, which will lead toward the low- 
ering of the training period for nurses. 

Two Ways Are Open. 

This can be accomplished by two 
means. The legislature can amend the 
laws of 1907, requiring a three year 
training period in a hospital, to make 
the course of study short enough to 
be attractive to numbers of women 
and yet long enough to assure com- 
petent registered nurses, . 

The alternative is that the city coun- 
cil pass an ordinance bringing a new 
class of practical nurses, examined and

Springfield, Ill., Jan. 13.—{[Special.] 
--Anti-Saloon league, leaders are con- 
fident that the federal prohibition 
amendment will be ratified tomorrow 
by the Illinois house of representa- 
tives. 

“Not less than eighty-two members, 
probably eighty-five and possibly 
eighty-nine, will vote for ratification,” 
was the statement of F. Scott Mc- 
Bride, state superintendent of the Anti- 
Saloon league. “We expect that rati- 
fication will be accomplished before 


noon. 
Caucus of the Drys. 


More than seventy-seven members 
who are pledged to vote for ratifica- 
tion were in caucus tonight. This 
caucus determined the program for 
tomorrow. Homer J. Tice of Green- 


‘man A. Snell of Carlinville will call 
up the ratification resolution. 

Late tonight it was announced that 
Frederick A. Brewer of Tampico, Re- 
publican member of the house from the 
Thirty-fifth district, and a “dry,” was 
confined to his room in a hotel here 
with a high fever. It was said that 
everything possible would be done for

Wets Concede 75 Votes. 


The wets arrived from Chicago late 
today. They are willing to concede 
75 and possibly 76 dry votes, but they 
claim they will be able to stave off 
ratification by the constitutional ma- 
jority of 77. 

The wets may try to pull a hidden 
card before the roll call. This may 
be an effort to attach a referendum 
section to the ratification resolution, 
providing for a vote of the peaple 
at a popular election. The drys claim 
such action is outside the power of 
the legislature.

California Votes to Ratify. 


Sacramento, Cal., Jan. 13.—The Cali- 


tion amendment when the assembly 
adopted a resolution already approved 
by the senate. The vote was 48 to 28. 
A member of the anti-ratification forces 
changed his vote from no to aye and 
moved for a reconsideration of the 
resolution. 

This action will automatically prevent 
the governor from certifying the pro- 
posed amendment to Secretary of State 
Lansing until reconsideration of the 
vote is disposed of and this is expected 
before the end of the week. 


Washington State Ratifies. 
Olympia, Wash., Jan. 13.—Resolu- 
tions ratifying the federal prohibition 
amendment were passed by the senate 
and the house of representatives of the 
Washington legislature here today. 


Arkansas House For It. 
Little Rock, Ark., Jan. 13.—The Ar- 
kansas house of representatives today 
passed the federal prohibition amend- 
ment by a vote of 92 to 2.. The meas- 
ure now goes to the senate. 

Indiana Senate Votes “ Yes.” 
Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 13.—The In- 
diana senate today ratified the federal 
prohibition amendment by a vote of 
41 to 6. The house had previously 
adjourned, and probably will vote on 
the ratification tomorrow. 


‘BONE DRY’ LA 
OVERRIDES STATE, 
U. S. COURT HOLDS 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—Statutes 
of “dry” states permitting persons to 
import or carry in limited amounts of 
intoxicants for their own use were, in 
effect, nullified by the socalled Reed 
“bone. dry” amendment enacted by 
congress, the Supreme court held today 
in an opinion reversing the federal 
the southern district of West 


court for 
Virginia. 
The case camhe up on an appeal of 
the government from the lower court 
decision dismissing proceedings 
brought against Dan Hill for carrying 
a quart of liquor into West Virginia 
for his personal use, as permitted by 
the state law. 

In rendering the majority opinion 
Justice Day said: 
“That the state saw fit to permit the 
introduction of liquor for personal use 
in limited quantity in nowise interferes 
with the authority of congress. 

“ When congress exerts its authority 
in a matter within its control state 
laws must give way in view of the 
regulation of the subject-matter by the 
superior power conferred 

stitution.” 

Justice McReynolds said in dissent- 
tiie Reed amendment in no proper 
sense regulates interstate commerce, 
but is a direct intermeddling with the 
state’s internal affairs. Whether re

The city has in sight only $15,000,00 
in revenue for the corporate fund this, 
year. It will be necessary for the, 
legislature to give the city the power 
to increase taxes to carry out the pro- 
visions of the budget. The proposal 
recommended by the finance commit-. 
tee is to ask for authority to increase 
the city’s share of taxes from $1.10 
per $100 of assessed valuation to $2.75. 
The tax rate now averages about $6 
per $100 of assessed valuation. 

Increase Is $10,000,000. 

The budget is approximately $10,- 
000,000 more than wasS expended by 
the various departments last year. The 


city’s activities in a satisfactory man- | 


of having a $15,000,000 budget, saying 
thie was too ridiculous to take se- 
riously. 

In about a week the council will sit 
as a committee of the whole to pass on 
the budget. There is expected to be a 
strong protest against the tax increas- 
ing proposition, but the objectors will 
be told that this must be done, :as the 
city is now operating its departments 
on a basis of $2,000,000 a month, with 
only $15,000,000 in revenue in sight for 
the whole year. No fees of saloon li- 
eenses are included in the $15,000,000. 
If by any chance the saloons should 
not close July 1 the city can depend on 
between $6,000,000 and $7,000,000 as 
revenue from saloon and kindred li- 
censes this year. 

Pay Is Raised. 

Most of the city’s employés are 
given increases in the new budget. It 
starts with giving laborers an increase 
of 50 cents per day, making the mini- 
mum wage $3.50 per day for this work, 
and ends with raises for police and 
fire captains. 

The appropriation bill provides for 
1200 additional patrolmen for the po- 
lice department. This is the largest 
single increase in the budget. 

The police and firemen wanted a 


allowed them $1,740, an increase of 
$300 per year. 

‘The council passed an ordinance 
leasing 600,000 square feet of space on 
the municipal pier to the federal gov- 
ernment for use of the motor transport 
corps. This is about one-half of the 
storage space on the pier. The govern- 
ment is to pay a yearly rental of 20 
cents per foot for the space. 

An ordinance providing for the ex- 
tension of Ogden avenue from West 
Randolph street and Union Park place 
to North Clark and Center streets was 
introduced by Ald.

It was found wultra-Red agitators 
have been visiting union organizations 
throughout the country, making false 
claims as to the purposes of the con- 
ference.
